“The serious effect of conditions 
growing out of the political and ad- 
‘ministrative ment taking 
place is such that major develop- 
ment, such as railway and port 
construction, are held in abeyance. 
This in turn, however, is in part 
due to the fact that the world's 
surplus capital has been exhausted 
or is required for reconstruction 
purposes elsewhere. Existing condi- 
tions in China make substantial 
developments difficult, but are not 
prohibitive if men with determina- 
tion set about to overcome these 
obstacles. Below the surface 
real substantial progress is taking 
place and a foundation being laid 
ow which gradually there may be 
bullt a governmental superstructure 
capable of realizing and meeting 
the new requirements in China. 

“Notwithstanding the present 
lack of a central stable govern- 
ment, the revolutionary troubles, 
the banditry operations and other 
unfavorable factors, it is stated by 
Americans and otherg in business 
in China that the people and coun- 
try are carrying on about as usual. 
The Chinese government is now in 
@ state of fux. The main thing is 
to gauge correctly the tendency 
rather than to be unduly exercised 
over current happenings. | 

“American business men and in- 
vestors realize only vaguely the op- 
portunities that await weli-directed 
and pecetmont efforts in China and 
the Far East. Those residing in 
China are keenly alvie to these op- 
portunities, but struggle against 
greater difficulties than do most of 
their rivals representing other com- 
mercial nations. 
« “The reason for this state of af- 
fairs lies in the fact that the 
Americans do not receive the same 
degree of organized and intelligent 

nancial and governmental sup- 

from their homeland. 


AMERICANS BACKWARD 
“The commercial and banking 
terests are showing greater ac- 
ity than formerly, but nothing 
Vike full American strength is being 
exerted. Many of the American 
commercial houses in China are 
handicapped by the fatt that they 
are branch offices with little power. 
Representatives are not given suffi- 
cient power to cope successfully 
with competitors. We are confident, 
however, that gains will be made 
in this direction. 

“As a first step it is important 
that American business men at 
home gain a better understanding 
of the real situation in China. The 
recently- China Trade Act is 
a step in the right direction. The 
legislative and executive ects of 
the American government should 
be practical and torceful, tending 
to convince the ortentals that while 
Uncle Sam is altruistic, even gen- 
erous, yet he will not be trified 
with in regard to obligations due 
him or American citizens. 

“Ching today is very moch of « 
mixture of the old and the new. 
There is more of the old than there 
is of the new, Sut the modern 
civilization of machinery and elec- 
tricity is gaining. Progress in this? 
direction is greater than Americans 
at home, or even residents in China, 
fully realize. It is dificult to gain 
a true perspective of China in this 
period of renaissance. Naturally 
the impression held by most people 
refiects what they have seen or is 
based on perhaps one or more in- 
cidents in which they may have 
been involved. 

“To gain @ fair perspective one 
must have traveled pretty well over 
China, appraised its resources and 
possibilities, and visited the back- 
ward towns in the interior, as well 
as the progressive seaport cities. 
Also he must have had experience 
with the worst official elements as 
well as with the substantial Chinese 
merchants and bankers and indus- 
trial leaders. Furthermore, he 
must know something of Chinese 
history and be familiar with recent 
events over a sufficiently extended 
period of years to judge the tend- 
ency and trend of affairs, apart 
from particular happenings and in- 
cidents.”

“You know how boys like shuff- 
ling their feet on a thick carpet and 
watch the sparks jump from their 
finger tips when they touch met- 
al,” Mr. Dawson sald. “That's the 
release.of static electricity. It is 
the same when you rub a cat's fur 
backward on a damp night and 
sparks crackle undér your fingers. 

“The same principle applies to 
oll trucks. We have calculated 
that one or two volts are genersted 
by chain drive in the trucks, 
and uniess this is grounded there 
is danger of an explosion when gas- 
oline is poured into or out of the, 
tanks if contact is made with other 
metal or the ground. 

“The asphalt pavement does not 
conduct the static electricity eway 
from the oi] trucks.

“Static electricity may be west 
duced even by the flow of gasoline 
from a pump. Gasoline is a good’ 
conductor of electricity. For this’ 
reason not only of! trucks, but all 
Standard Oil tanks and pumps are 
grounded when in dperation.

But since Chihuahua's State 
government ig one of the most 
radical, or progressive—as you 
choose—some think, like the Kan- 
sas government some years back, 
there may be a slip or.two twixt 
cup and lip. But of the State's ag- 
ricultural possibilities there seems 
to be little doubt.

agency. As is well known, the 
United States consumes more rub- 
ber than al] the rest of the world. 
The Sherman law forbids such 
combinations. The government 
takes the position that it is unwise 
to permit dealers or manufac- 
turers to combine. Antitrust suits 
are brought against all such at- 
tempted combinations. The reason 
for this is that it is feared that if 
the rubber manufacturers all were 
working together they not only 
would be able to get low prices in

is the danger of explosion and fire 
from the ignition of gasoline fumies 
by static electricity. 

Wherever there is friction static 
is likely to’ be produced. It is 
static that crackles in-your hair 
when you apply a rubber comb in 
the winter. it is static that causes 
sparks to jump from your fingers 
when you touch a metal part or the 
hand of another after walking 
across a carpeted floor, says the 
Popular Science Monthly. 

Usually, these sparks will do no 
harm, but if generated where gaso- 
line has combined with the air in 
explosive proportion ——- above the 
gas tank of your car, or in any 
garage, filling station, cleanine es- 
tablishment—in fact, any place 
where gasoline is used, static 
sparks fay cause fearful and 
explosions. 

A physician in the Middle West, 
roused from his bed one night laat 
winter by a patient's call, donned 
a large fur coat and a pair of 
rubber boots. He walked to his 
garage, and as he started to enter 
his automobile there was a biind- 
ing flash and a fearful explosion, 
and the machine burst into fames.

Many fires and explo- 
sions have occurred under these 
conditions. Former accidents of 
this kind were attributed to the 
backfire from the motors, but those 
who have etudied it are certain 
that the cause wee static.

Yet the 
average car owner will do well 
to observe a few general precau- 
tions: 

Don't allow uncovered gasoline 
to stand where sparks—from static 
or other ,causes—may ignite the 
fumes. - 

Guard againet the spilling of gas- 
oline In your’ home or garage. Its 
fumes are heavier than air and are 
not carried off by the ordinary, 
circulation of the atmosphere. 

Carefully ventilate any inclosed 
place where gasoline fumes have 
been allowed to escape.

cut their way through the besiegcrs. 
Many sprang over the cliff and were desihed 
te pieces at its foot; and two Indians sur- 
vived that incredible leap as miraculously 
as the four Spaniards of the early mas- 
sacre. 

For three days this fearful struggle 
lasted; on the third the old men of the 
pueblo came forth to sue for mercy—which 
was at once granted. The ringleaders in 
the murder of Juan de Zalvidar were dead, 
and so were nearly all the Navajo allies. 
It was the most desperate struggle New 
Mexico ever saw; the Indians lost 500 slain 
and many wounded, and of the surviving 
Spaniards not one but brought to his grave 
many a ghastly scar in memory of Acoma. 
The town was so nearly destroyed that it 
all had to be rebuilt—and that was no trivial 
labor. All the material to build a three- 
storied town for nearly a thousand souls had 
to be brought up that cliff on human backs; 
and the timber from long distances. The 
crops and all other sepplies, stored in little 
lower rooms of the terraced houses, were all 
destroyed. And Acoma remembered its les- 
son for three-quarters of a century. 


A Here Among the Heroes 
of the New world 


E YOUNG athlete who made that mar- 

velous leap across the chasm between 
the morth and south mesas and saved 
the day for Spain, was a notable and ro- 
mantic character; graduate of a Spanish 
university, a hero among the heroes of the 
New World, and a chronicler to whom we 
are greatly indebted—Capt. Gaspar Perez de 
Villagran. The few extant copies of his 
poem, in thirty-four heroic cantos, cover- 
Ing the conquest of New Mexico, are each 
worth many times its weight in gold. This 
Soldier Poet had other reasons to remember 
Acoma. It was by a bare scratch that he 
missed being im the first massacre. He had 
returned from the pursuit of deserters 
from San, Gabriel, in which he followed them 
down to Southern Chihauhau; and reached 
Acoma, returning from his 1800-mile ride, 
just after the survivors of the massacre had 
left. The Indians pursued him, but he es- 
caped—only to be caught in a pitfall dug by 
the Indians, with a sharp stake in the center 
and covered with brush. His horse was 
transfixed; and Villagran barely came off 
with his life. For four days and four nights 
thereafter he was toiling along on foot on 
the trail of the Spanirds; and escaped death 
by thirst only by the last resort of drinking 
the blood of his faithful dog. A little later 
he found a few grains of corn on a hollow 
ledge; and at last was found by soldiers sent 
back by Onate to trail runaway horses. His 
poem on the conquest of New Mexico is 
the most graphic story we have of those 
stirring days, and indicates the thorough- 
ness of his classical education, for it is a 
“saturated solution” of Virgil. aie

Cancer and gall stones are due to con- 
sumption of more proteid food—meat, fish, 
fowl, eggs, cheese, beans, etc.—than- fan 
be assimilated. Tuberculosis is due largely 
to the lack of mineral elements in the food, 
and to overconsumption of starch and-meat. 
Rheumatism is mainly due to autointoxt- 
Catarrh, asthma, 


and sugar. Indeed, most of the diseases of 
children may be traced to the overeating of 


starches and sweets. 


Leprosy and beri beri are due to absence 
of necessary organic salts 
for instance, the absence of iron in 
cocoanuts, and the deficiency of mineral 
matter in polished rice. ;

Hospital Nurses 
H. TILDEN, M.D., writes: 
“Take a look at a hospital, and sniff 
its air, and study its psychology. The air, 


though as pure as it can be made, still| = 


smells like a hospital. If that was 
enough; but how about the psychology? 
Sweet-faced nurses, it is true, greet the 
eye on every hand; but the face is spoiled 
when the uniform reminds us that what 
they know is stereotyped, and that every 
particle of their individuality must be as 
much alike as their garb. We know that 
when they don the cap it must cover a ma- 
chine, not a thinking head. They have no 
right to a thought or belief that is not 
caught them, and if they refuse to kill a 
patient by carrying out the advice of a 
bone-headed doctor, they will be discharged 
for insubordination. 

“These institutions make automatons out 
of men and women Doctors and nurses 
are stereotyped, and act the same under all 
circumstances.

Criticising the Doctor 
OLLOWING is an editorial in the 


Kansas City Times: 
“People ‘in the littl town of 
Shamrock in Galloway county re 
cently subscribed more than $1000 to be 
credited on future bills for medical at- 
tendence in order to keep the town's one 
physician. He had planned to leave the 
community because his practice would not 
provide a living for his family. 

“The incident brings vividly to light 
emergency that confronts some of 
more sparsely settled districts in the West. 
How its the country doctor to be assured of 
an income that will support him? If edu- 

ted practitioners cannot make a living, 

men with a six weeks’ course in some 
eccentric branch of healing will take the 
field. Their patients will suffer. 

“The competent medical man of toda 
has made a larger investment in time a 
money his education than. was ever 
made before. His charges for services 
must be correspondingly higher; and then 
there is the increased cost of living to 
consider. 

“Hard surface roads, motor cars, and 
county hospitals are helping to meet the 
situation. It is not unusual in a city for 
a family to be attended by a doctor who 
lives ten miles away. Attendance by a man 
from a di.tance is possible in the country 
where there are 365-day roads. County hos- 
pitals are needed to afford facilities for the 
care of the sick, and for doing laboratory 
and X-+tay work. The problem is one call- 
ing for careful consideration and progres- 
sive action by country communities.” 

There must be some reason besides city 
“specialists” and automobiles that causes 
people to abandon the drugging, doping and 
carv'ng school of medicine, and flock to 
those who practice more natural and effec- 
tive methods, so that the “regulars” are 
driten to depend more and more on politi- 
cal jobs and compulsory legislation, to 
force the people to do that which they do 
Moc wish to do. 


Dr. James H. Hutton of the Chicago Medi- 
cal Society recently financed a campaign 
for an inquiry, to find out what the people 
have againet the mettiods of the allopathic 
médica: fraternity, with the view of under- 
teking an “educational campaign.” The re- 
sults of this inquiry were reported to the 
Iiineis Medical Soctety, at a meeting in 
Chicago. These facts show, we are told. 
what €772 persons in and out of Chicago 
actually think of the medical profession, 
and why they patronize other healing 
agencies. The ideas of these persons are 
deacribed by the writer as “chuck 
unadulterated lies, polite half-truths and 
delirious fancies." Only 931 of those ques- 
tioned, we are told. professed entire conf- 
dence in orthodox medicine and make no 
excursions into the realms controlled by 
other cults. This fact im itself, the writer 
thinky, should interest physicians, merely 
as business men. Some one, we are ad- 
vised, should tell these 6000 persons the 
truth about medicine, “the ope nurcfession 
in the world where a man takes an inde- 
pendent attitude with a bumanitarian point 
pt view” 

Are a majority of the members of the 
medical fraternity “humanitarians?™ 
fear that this could not truthfully be said, 
today, even of a respectable minority. 

An article, reporting the result of the in- 
Quiry. was printed in the Illincis Medical 
Journa! (Chicago) from which I quote. The 
foliowing twenty two groups of answers are 
given as an indication of the spontaneous 
comment of nearly 7000 persons in all 
walks of life: 


“(1.) There is a large group of people 
who wil tell you that the physician is nega- 
tive. He tells you what you must not do, 
walnus you of ensuing fatalities; the osteo- 
path. chiropractor, does something con- 
crete for you. The mental reaction is bet- 
ter. 
 “(2.:) There are who will tell you 

that the physician hag too good a graft. 
- He looks at you once and charges you %5 
for a prescription which he gets from «a 
book on the shelf. You can do quite as 
well by going to the corner drug store. 

“(3.) There are those who say that doc- 
tors resent questions. They either shut 
you up summarily or overwhelm you by an 
utterly incomprehensible explanation. 

“(4.) Others say that doctors set them- 
selves up as wiser, less fallible, than other 
people. One woman said that the last doc- 


tor she had was as pompous as a New Zea-. 
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“(5.) Tt is said that doctors habitually 
criticise treatments and healing methods of | 
whieh they know nothing. How many doc 
tors have questioned carefully a patient 
who has been helped by chiropractic treat- 
ment? How many of them have seen 
a treatment? Yet they criticise it, re 
gardiess. 

“(6.) Some people said that the ohiro- 
practic schools at Davenport had really 
amazing equipment; and that the students 
there worked so hard that they must be 
very competent when they cdme out. 

“(7.) Others say that physicians are not 
consistent ni their ethical practices. The 
man who goes after business by the busi- 
ness method of advertising is likely to be 
thrown out of his society. Yet the doctor 
with a spectacular patient, and with enough 
of a graft with a city editor to exploit him, 
becomes a high-priced specialist, and every- | 
body is anxious to call him into consulta- 
tion. 

“(8.) Numbers of people commented on 
the osteopathic advertisements which have 
been running in national magazines, and 
claimed to have been interested to the ex- 
tent of trying out the treatments. 

“(9) Another group says that the doc- 
tors’ attitude toward one another is about 
as friendly as two strange bulldogs in & 
back yard. Suppose you dismiss one physt- 
cian from a case and call another. He will 
come in, inspect you sorrowfully, shudder 
with horror as he sniffs at the bottle of 
medicine his predecessor left, and say in « 
deep voice: ‘You did well to send for me; 
in another hour you would have been So 
more. But I shall cure you!’ 

“(10) There are people who misunder- 
stand your ethical ideals. They say that 
an honest man will protect a crook. That 
if another doctor has blundered disastrous- 
ly on a case, you will do absolutely nothing 
to prevent his repeating the performance 
on any patient who may stray into the of- 
fice. 

“(11) There are those who believe that 
successful doctors use for their patients 
part of the very same treatments that 
make the drugless practitioners successful 
—diet, massage, adjustment, and let ua- 
ture do the work—but they drag it out 
longer, clutter it up with useless medicise, 
make it cost more, and don’t tell you the 
truth about it. 

“(12) Others think that when you 
actually get down to cases, the doctors do 
the same things that they revile in their 
competitors. There is a famous clinic in 
the Middle West which is so prosperous 
that nobody in the profession dares criti- 
tise it. Yet they used to flood all that part 
of the country with the advertising liter- 
ature, report has it, and later enfered into 
a deal with a railroad to advertise the town 
as the home of that clinic. ; 

“(13) The cults—New Thought and. a 
dozen otherse—make you a factor in your 
own healing. It is subjective. Medicine 
treats you merely as an objective—a clod 
of a thing to be worked upon. 

“(14) Another group says that doctors 
are always a bar to progress because they 
fight social legislation, such as the Shep- 
pard-Towner bili, and the only news stortes 
to be found im the public press show their 
motive to be a selfish financial ohe. 

“(15.) Others,.say that doctors won't 
talk competition fsom a fair angle. They 
will never admit any good in mental or re 
lated aids, and their attitude bears the 
stamp of a narrow outlook, because such 
great movements as Christian Science 
could not exist so long or flourish so won- 
derfully without a foundation of truth. 

“(16) The cults—and this comment was 
made of many—draw upon forces that are 
greater than man.

Some look 
like great truncated cones, and some like 
huge railroad “roundhouses,” and one very 
closely simulates a locomotive engine 300 
feet or so in length, and the famous “Na- 
vajo Church” strikingly resembles «a 
cathedral. But the dominant and character- 
istic feature of the landscape is the Mesa— 
table-topped, with sides apparently sheer, 
with an area from a few acres to many 
hundreds, and of a height up to 1000 feet 
or more. There is a deep fascination about 
them-—-their almost blood-red cliffs, the 
mass and dignity of their bulk, the awe 
and loneliness and silence, and the play of 
the New Mexico sun and the drifting shad- 
ows and reflections of high-piled cumulli. 

Quite naturally, these mesas attracted 
the reverent First Americans, not only by 
their grandeur but by their availability for 
a safe home. Hundreds of prehistoric 
ruins still slumber on the lonely tops of 
these mesas; and in a few eases we can 
trace descent from them to the people who 
are with us today.

HAVE never found any reason to take 

back what I said, more than a third of a 
century ago: “Acoma is the most interest- 
ing rock in the world.” That is rather a 
large word; but I think it will stick. it is

center of an enchanted valley whose cliffs 
are about three miles away on either side, 
seems to have been chosen as a very work- 
shop and playground by whimsical spirits 
of flood and frost and wind; and they have 
carved, gouged, gnawed its periphery into 
a very labyrinth of bays, -gullies, clefis, 
towers, bastions, caves, natural bridges and 
gigantic mushrooms.

And in all the 
history of the Southwest, no other pueblo 
city has played so romantic and so notable 
a part. Its story is as fascinating as the 
natural wonders of its incomparable site. 

I bave written a great deal about 
Acoma—there is a chapter about this 
“City of the Sky” in my book, “The 
Land of Poco Tiempo;” and two _ chapters 
of “The War of the Rock” in “The Spanish 
Pioneers”—and I will merely sketch, here, 
the historic outline. Coronado was kindly 
received at Acoma, and left us a very good 
account of it. In 1581 Espejo visited and 
wrote about Acoma and the snake dance he 
saw there—the astounding ceremonial (for 
it is mot a “dance” in our sense, but a re- 
ligtous rite of the deepest solemnity and 
significance) which was once common to 
all the pueblos but is now confined only to 
the remote Moqui towns. In 1598, Onate, 
the great colonizer of New Mexico, marched 
to Acoma and received the formal submis- 
sion of the people as vassals of the Span- 
ish crown. But immediately after his 
departure his. lMeutenant Juan de Zaldivar 
arrived with thirty men from a tremendous 
journey, and camped at the foot of the 
cliff. The Indians received him hospitably

During the night, 12 picked men had 
crept along under the overhanging cliffs, 
dragging the pedrero by ropes. They 
managed to reach the top of the South 
Mesa unobserved, and concealed them- 
selves among the strange mushroom rocks 
which mark that area. The boom of the 
pedrero as it hurled a small cobblestone 
into Acoma apprised the main force of the 
success of this flanking party; and rallied 
the Indians to the new point of attack. 
But between the town and the Spaniards 
lay, still, a narrow but dizzy gulf; and 
Spaniards were safe in their natural 
trenchnients. That night, squads of iene 
climbed the beetling cliffs that walled the 
valley on the west, cut down some -small 
pine trees, and with infinite labor brought 
the logs down the cliffs, across the valley 
and to the top of the cliff on which the 
twelve were stationed.

On the plains there are no ele 
phant paths now, if there ever were, for in 
open country elephants do not go in single 
file. 

But in the forests there are elephant 
paths everywhere. In fact, if it were not for 
the elephant paths, travel im the forest 
would be almost impossible and above the 
forests in the bamboo country that is equal- 
ly true. One travels practically all the time 
on their trails and they go everywhere ex- 
cept in the tree ferns. Treeferns patches 
are not very extensive, but I have never 
seen an elephant track or an elephant in 
them. The elephants are constantly chang- 
ing the paths for various reasons; among 
others, because the natives are in the habit 
of digging elephant pits in the trails. But 


‘i there are some trails that have evidently 


been used for centuries. 

One time we had pursued a band @f ele 
phants on the Aberdare Plateau and had 
deviled them until they began to travel 
away.

the trails, old and new, are elephant signs, 
footprints, dung, and gobs of chewed wood 
and bark from which they have extracted 
the juices before spitting thgm out. 

But finding the elephants is not so fre 
quent or easy as the multiplicity of the 
signs would indicate. One reason is that 
the signs of elephants—tracks, rubbed trees, 
and so forth—are more or less enduring, 
many of them being very plain in places 
where the “dlephants have not been for 
months or even years. If, however, you 
-coime on fresh elephant tracks, not more 
than a day old you can usually catch up 
with the elephants, for, as they feed along 
through the country, they do not go fast. 
Only if they are making a trek from one 
region to another, it might take much long- 
er to catch them. ‘ 

Once up with an elephant, if 
shooting you are pretty sure that even if 


he is charging you, a bullet from an ele 
phant gun, hitting him in the head, will stop 
him even if it does not hit him in the vital 


spot. Moreover, if you stop the leader of a 
bunch that is charging you, the bunch will 
stop. I never heard of a case in which the 
leader of an elephant charge was stopped 
and the others kept on, and I doubt if we

Thirteen Shots for One Bull 


T IS even unusual for an elephant to keep 
on after being hit even if the hit does not

African Hall in the American Museum of 
Natural History.. I started out with four 
days’ rations, gun boys, porters, camere- 
men, and so forth—fifteen men in all. The 
second day out brought me to 9000 feel 
above sea level where the bamboo began. 
Following a well-worn elephant trail ts 
search of this photographic material, I ran 
on to a trail of three old bulls. The tracks 
were old—probably as much as four days— 
but the size was so unusual that I decided 
to postpone the photography and follow 
them. I did not expect to have to catch up 
their four days’ travel, for I hoped that they 
would be feeding in the neighborhood and 
that the trail I was on would cross a fresher 
trail made in their wanderings around for 
food. 


Picking Up the Trail Again 


HAD run upon their tracks first about 

noon. I followed until dark without find- 
Ing any fresher signs. The next morning 
we started out at daybreak and finally en 
tered an opening such as elephants use a 
a feeding ground. It is their custom «& 
mill around in these openings, eating the 
vegetation and trampling it down until i 
offers little more, and then move on.
